We  find  in  sorting  out  the  Johns  that  the  records  are  difficult  to  ascertain 
the  birth  and  death,  the  merriage  dates  and  the  same  records  on  their  wives. 

Much  reference  to  children  can  be  found  without  their  name?  or  birth  dates. 
It  is  therefore  the  purpose  of  this  record  to  try  and  clarify  many  of  the  records 
by  reference  to  various  books  cn  the  subject  with  one  main  object  -  to  show  how 
the  name  "Everson"  first  came  into  use  among  the  Dutch  colonies  who  made  their 
homes  in  the  States  of  New  Jersey  end  New  York. 

More  specifically,  to  show  the  history  back-ground  of  John  (1765)  Everson 
who  pioneered  s  r.ew  branch  of  the  family  although  the  records  of  Thomas  B.  V.
